Bill 82, as the new law is 
called, will make the credit 
system introduced a decade 
ago seem like a mere ripple 
on the educational river 
Though the implications for 
the entire provincial system 
are various and staggering. 
Bill 82 will certainly unleash 
bureaucrats in the thous. 
ands and costs in the 
millions. Ironically, how- 
ever, it will be the non- 
special, typical students 
who will suffer from crowd- 
ed classrooms and slashed 


programs. 
No one would, in princi- 


ple, quarrel with providing 


education for exceptional 
children, but one can surely 
question the manner in 
which such an educational 
goal is to be realized. 

Bill 82, which will require 
each board to provide 
special education by 1985, 
will create new bureaucratic 
empires not just in the 
Ministry of Education, but 
also “in the boards of 
education themselvés.

Ontario Transportation 
and Communications Minis- 
ter James Snow reminds 
motorists that backing up on 
all divided highways 1s 
prohibited, effective April 
1, 1982. 

“The legislation applies 
on all highways divided by a 
median strip with a posted 
speed limit in excess of 80 
km/hr.’ Snow said. 

“It's designed to reduce 
the number of accidents 
resulting from this unsafe 
driving practice, particular- 
ly by drivers who elect to 
back up after missing an 
exit ramp. 

Snow said more than 200 
accidents have been cuased 
by drivers backing up on 
freeways over the last four 
years 

Other rules passed in the 
Legislature last fall that 
come into effect April Ist. 
include legislation prohibi- 
ting motorists from passing 
on the left shoulder of a 
highway, and a provision 
making the owner, instead 
of just the driver. responsi- 
ble for an unsafe vehicle. 

Under existing legisla- 
tion, only the driver is 
required to submit a vehicle 
for a mechanical fitness 
examination when ordered.

TORONTO - Ontario Min- 
istry of Transportation and 
Communications officials 
said recent amendments to 
the Public Commercial 
Vehicles Act will better 
meet Ontario farmers|rans: 
portation needs. : 

“While not a complete 
solution, these changes Will 
resolve a whole range of 
difficulties in the PCV Act, 
especially in relation {0 
secondary moves of farm 
produce,” said the spokes: 
man. 

Changes included an ex 
emption from the FCV Act 
for two-axle trucks carrying 
livestock, feed, seed, fertil 
izer, farm produce (other 
than poultry or milk) or 
supplies for use in the 
operation and maintenance 
of farms. Two axle trucks 
pulling trailers do not 
qualify for the exemption 

“This could mean, for 
instance, a farmer who 


trucks six head of cattle can 


now transport them to a 
buyer's residence after the 
sale, and it’s legal.” he 
explained. 

In a second example, the 
change will allow an unli- 
censed carrier with a 
two-axle truck” to, carry 
produce to a. co-op for 
interim storage. cleaning or 
packaging. then later deli- 
ver it to market, even 
though ownership of. the 
produce has: changed 


-hands. 


Another amendment will 
allow Ontario Wheat Produ

Be 
sides providing top quality 
protein, pork is a good 
soyrce of iron and an 
excellent source of thiamin 
and niacin, two B vitamins 
we need each day 

All pork should be cooked 
to the well done stage, when 
the pink color has complete 
ly disappeared. It's easy to 
check this with thin cuts like 
chops. Just cut a small slash 
in the meat near the bone 
With larger pieces, such as 
a roast, use a meat 
thermometer. Insert i Gn 
the center of the cut, 
carefully avoiding bone or 
areas of fat. When the 
temperature reaches 75°C 
,(170°F) it will be cooked, 
juicy and won't have lost 
much in shrinkage. The 
older method of cooking 
pork to 85°C (185°F) pro- 
duces meat that's tender 
but drier. If you haven't a 
meat thermometer, check 
the pork cooking timetable 
in an up-to-date cookbook. 

Try not to limit yourself to 
just roasts or chops. A large 
cut, such as a leg oF 


into the seil to seeding 
depth. Take the tempera 
ture reading between 7 and

Being your own butcher 
takes time but saves money 
it also helps* people living 
alone enjoy the-economy of 
larger cuts. Once the meat 
is sliced and cubed, divide it 
into meal-size servings and 
wrap them separately in foil 
or plastic wrap, easing out 
as much air as possible and 
taping the packages to 
ensure they stay closed. The 
meat will retain its quality 
for six months .in the 
freezer 


For best results, thaw 
packages in the refrigerator 
or in a hole-free plastic bag 
under cold, running water 
rather than defrosting’ at 
room temperature or cook- 
ing the meat while it's still 
froten. 

Pork can be refrozen, but 
only after it's cooked. 

For flavor, food value and 
variety, enjoy pork often.

HEALTH HORIZONS 


Calm grandma's nerves 
with a 20 minute walk 


By ROBERT LEGGE 


Dr. Herbert de Vries, 2 
director of the Andrus Ger- 
ontology Center at the 
University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, told a conference on 
aging and fitness that as 
little: as 20 minutes of 
moderate exercise has been 
proven to cause “a highly 
significant tranquilizer ef- 
fect’, This is. very important 
for senior citizens who want 
to avoid the side effects of 
chemical tranquilizers. 

Dr. de Vries told the 
conference that many of the 
effects of aging are due to 
the fact that older retired 
people quit pushing them- 
selves and spend more time 
just sitting or lying down. 
Losses due to this sedentary 
lifestyle occur at tissue, 
organ and cellular levels — 
especially when older people 
are under stress. He said 
that losses brought about by 
three weeks of bed rest can 
be as great as the losses 
incurred by 20 to 30 years 
of more active aging. 

However, those losses can 
be both reversed and pre- 
vented by moderate exercise 
Dr. de Vries claimed. Senior 
citizens can be trained to 
exercise properly just as 
well as young people. 


Osteoporosis, a disease 
that weakens and absorbs 
bone, and consequently 
makes some people (mostly, 
but not always female senior 
citizens) prone to broken 
bones, is not a normal to-be 
expected condition of grow- 
ing old. It is preventable, 
according to Dr. Robert M 
M. Levine of the Boston 
University School of Medi- 
cine. Personal observations 
lead this doctor to believe 
that women who develop 
the disease soon after meno- 
pause were, as children, 
either poor milk drinkers or 
lacked an enzyme that helps 
digest milk. 

Aside from Dr. Levine's 
observations, it is worth 
noting that recent research 
has shown that Aspirin 
brand of acetylsalicylic acid 
ifterferes with the body's 
production of a hormone- 
like substance (prostaglandin 
PGE2) that promotes the 
deterioration of bone in 


wintario 
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rheumatoid arthritis. Similar 
substances produced in the 
tissues of those afflicted 
with this disease amplify 
pain and inflammation. 
Aspirin interferes with their 
production as well. Excellent 
reasons why that old reliable 
standby should still be the 
choice of so many arthritic 
people. ; 


Terminal cancer patients 
at the Vale of Leven Hospi- 
tal, Scotland, given large 
doses of vitamin C, seemed 
to do better than other 
terminal patients, according 
to Dr. Linus Pauling, two- 
time Nobel Prize winner. 
The study id not produce 
data that proved that vita- 
min C prolonged cancer 
patients’ lives, but Dr. 
Pauling said that patients 
who got the vitamin felt 
better and had less nausea 
than others. Dr. Pauling was 
recently awarded $200,000 
to test the effectiveness of 
vitamin C in the prevention 
of breast cancers — in rats. 

There is some evidence 
that suggests vitamin C may 
prevent cancer of the blad- 
der and stomach. It is 
known in high doses 
to relieve stress and stimulate 
the production of ‘inter- 
feron’. It 
customary to give paraplegics 
1000 milligrams (one gram) 


of vitamin C each day to. 


protect them from bladder 
infections.

Car check 
due now 


One car in three has a 
defect in the brake system, 
about one in five has a fault 
in the wheel system (ures 
wheels, suspension) or the 
propulsion system (exhaust, 
fuel supply, transmission 
etc.}; about one in every 
twelve has steering prob- 
lems or faults in ‘the 
bodywork, windshield and 
seat belts. An incredible 
forty percent will have some 
defect in the communication 
system (lights, windshield 
wipers washers. mirrors, 
direction indicators. and 
Rorns..) 

These are the findings of 
the Swedish National Test 
ing Agency who inspected 
some 2.5 million passenger 
cars in 1980/81 . 

Their results, although 
not directly, comparable to 
Canadian vehicles since no 
such data exists, emphasize 
the need for regular vehicle 
checks to ensure safe and 
proper operation. 

Our harsh driving envir- 
ronment takes its toll on all 
vehicle systems. New or 
old. all vehicles require 
peGidic check-ups and re- 

air. 

The Swedish figures also 
show what many drivers 
already know: the older a 
vehicle becomes, the great- 
er the chance of it being 
defective ‘in one or, more 
ways. But even cars only 
one or two years old were 
not free of defects. 4.4 
million defects were noted 
for the 2.5 million passen- 
ger cars inspected for an 
everage of 1.7 defects per 
echicie.

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The wearing of seat belts 
has been compulsory in 
Ontario since 1976. The seat 
belt law did not apply to 
children under five years of 
age or those weighing less 
than 50 pounds, however, 
because, at that time, there 
was a lack of adequate 
federal government stan- 
dards governing car seat

In the past five years or 
so, this. situation has 
changed. Right now there 
are national standards cov- 
ering car seats designed for 
toddlers weighing between 
nine and 18 kilograms (20 
and 40 pounds), while 
standards covering carriers 
fr infants from birth to nine 
kilograms (20 pounds) are 
expected later this year.

Soil-erosion 
serious pollutant 


By Ron Reid

Which substance is On- 
tario’$ most serious pollu: 
tant? Most of us would think 
first of acid rain, oF 
mercury, or PCBs. All of 
these are serious problems. 
But in terms of widespread 
damage, perhaps. the most 
serious of all is just plain 
soil. 

You can see it clouding 
the springtime rivers. clog- 
ging reservoirs. and coating 
the beds of slow-moving 
streams. Water-borne sed- 


f iment has been the major 


factor in making many 
southern Ontario streams 
unfit for trout, by smother- 
ing their eggs. The effects 
of a continuous rainfall of 
sediment is equally disas- 
trous for other forms of life 
in a stream or lake. 
Sediment is an important 
pollutant in other ways as 
well. Phosphorous, heavy 
metals, and pesticides are 
often bonded to the soil 
particles, and move with it 
into the lakes and rivers 
where these contaminants 
@ become more harmful. 
For example, it is estimated 
that more than half of the 
phosphorous entering the 
lower Great- Lakes comes 


.from diffuse rural sources, 


most of it transported 
attached to sediment. 

If soil is a problem in the 
water, its loss is also a 
serious problem on the 
land. An average hectare of 
Ontario woodland _ loses 
about 400 pounds of soil 
each year through erosion. 
But on farmland used 

tinuously’ to grow corn, 
the annual erosion loss rises 
to almost 7 tons per hectare. 
Losses from some horticul- 
tural crops are even greater. 
Such” losses threaten pe 
fertility of some of the best 
agricultural lands in our 


of this pollution lies not with 
giant corporations, but ra- 
ther with the thousands of 
rural landowners who till 
the soil. It's time that we 
took a long, hard look at the 
responsibilities of these 
landowners, and modified 
our farming practices to 
minimize the loss of the thin 
mantle of soil that sustains 
us all.”

regulations, the right to 
know is said by critics of the 
Ministry to be litthe more 
than.a statement of princi 

ple waiting to be put into 
effect. This does not mean 
to say that there no 
regulations generally there 
are extensive regulations in 
force under the Act covering 
industrial. construction and 


are 


mines workers. 

One of the groups 
regulations that partic ularly 
concern the ministry's cri 
tics are those that deal with 
the exposure to toxic sub- 
stances. To date, only 
regulations for lead and 
as ‘designated 
substances’’ ‘have been 
brought force. The 
ministry has been criticized 
about the small number of 
designated substances pro 
posed or in force -for 
regulation (eight groups, so 
far) in view of the thousands 
of chemicals in actual use in 
Ontario work places. 

A standard feature 
health and safety laws is the 
requirement for joint Man 
agement-worker commit- 
tees at the work place. In 
Ontario. health and safety 
committees are required at 
work places covered by the 
act whenever there are 
twenty or more regular 
workers, or where a desig 
nated substance is used (so 
far, this means lead or 
mercury). The committees, 
which have general advisory 
functions, must have at 
least two members, and at 

least half the membership 
must be workers. At organ: 
ized work places the union 
selects the worker members 
on the committee according 
to its own procedures. At 
unorganized work places,

instrumental music tends to 
soothe most babies, calming 
fussiness and putting them 
to sleep. On the other hand 
pop, jazz or folk music 
provide tempos to bounce or 
dance to during baby’s 
active play times. Don't 
overdo the music playing, 
though.

ciating the thusic, we tend 
to tune out sounds we hear 
all the time. 

When your toddler starts 
to show signs of interest in 
singing along with you, you 


might invest in some 
children’s records. Raffi 
(Singable, Songs for the

(Smorgasbord, One Ele 
phant, Deux Elephants) are 
popular artists who have a 
knack for producing songs 
that kids and adults can’t 


help but sing along, or 
bounce or dance along! 
Remember, that at first 


your child won't remember 
the entire song, but can join 
in on the chorus or 
repetitive lines. By imita- 
ting your version of the 
actions in a song, your child 
is reminded of the words 
that go along with it. You'll 
find that while you are 
singing or dancing your 
toddler will pause to watch 
your face and body - a good 
sign that he's enjoying the 
activity and is trying to 
learn from you. 

Recorded musijc isn't the 
only to way to develop 
appreciation for music. 
Toddlers love to make their 
own music. Simple musical 
instruments or musical toys 
are great for experimenting 
with, but don’t forget the 
homemade type. Make sha- 
kers of metal cans 
semi-filled with uncooked 
rice.

Indoor plants are enjoy: 
ing increasing popularity as 
more people recognize their 
value as a living part of 
home Uecor. 

Unfortunately, the num- 
ber of plants in the home 
tends to grow in proportion 
to the interest in the 
subject, until all the avail- 
able window space is used 
up. At that point, another 
source of light is needed. 
Artificial lighting offers this 
alternative. 

With a little imagination, 
a plant stand with light can 
serve a practical purpose as 
an attractive focal point for 
a room, a room divider or 
piece of furniture. 


Artificial lighting works for 


An artificial light garden 
can be as simple as-two 
1.2-metre (4-foot) fluores 
cent tubes suspended above 
a metal or plastic tray of 


plants, or as elaborate as a : 


plant stand with layers of 
lights. Regardiess of how 
imaginative or austere your 
garden, a few basic ground 
rules should be kept in 
mind. 

Choose the right kind of 
plant. Some need much 
more light than others and 
won't thrive under the 
limited intensity of artificial 
lights. These lights can 
achieve a maximum range 
of 50 to 1000 foot-candiles. 

Once you have selected 


plants that will be happy 
under these conditions, 
remember that light intenst- 
ty varies from one point to 
another under the lights.” 
The intensity is greatest 
directly ‘under the tubes, 
and diminishes with dis 
tance from the light source. 
The intensity is greatly 
reduced along the sides and 
ends 'of the tubes. 

Knowing the _ relative 
light requirements of your 
plants will help you decide 
where to place the plants 
under the lights. A light 
meter would help in this 
respect, although experi 
menting by trial and error 
can be more fun. 


~ Propagate plants 


A glass of water, a bright, 
warm window-ledge and a 
healthy plant, to provide a 
few centimetres of stem and 
leaves, can put you in-the 
plant propagating business. 
With some house-plants, it 
really is that simple. With 
others, the process may be 
the same but the techniques 
more involved. 

Some of the most popular 
house-plants retain their 
popularity because they can 
be propagated so easily 
from cuttings. African Vio- 
lets, Coleus, Begonias and 
Geraniums are almost fool- 
proof by the glass of water 
rooting method, and only 
slightly more sophisticated 
methods will root cuttings of 
Hibiscus, Peperomia, Phi- 
jodendron, the rubber 
plants and many more. 

Dividing plants that form 
several growing points in a 
crown, such as Ferns, 
Sansevierias or African Vio- 
lets is much the same as 
taking a cutting except that 
the separated plant part 
already has a root system. 
Potting, then shading the 
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young division for several 
days, usually results in a 
healthy new plant. 

More difficult plants to 
root may be propagated by 
“Jayering’’. A branch or 
twig, complete with leaves. 
is wounded by removing a 
sliver of bark from the stem 
and burying the wound in a 
pot of soil close to the 
parent plant. Roots will 
form at the wound and, in 
time, the rooted portion can 
be cut free from the parent 
plant to grow on its own 
roots. 

Air-laying is _a more 
convenient form where the 
wound on the branch is 
covered with damp sphag- 
num moss, wrapped tightly 
in clear plastic and tied 
above and below the wound. 
When roots are visible 
through the plastic, the 
branch is cut away from the 
parent plant, “the plastic 
removed and the rooted 
cutting potted for further 
growth. Rubber plants, 
Dieffenbachia and Oleander 
are often propagated this 
way. : 


Plant cuttings are the 
simplest and most convent- 
ent method of increasing 
many house-plants. Start 
with a plant flat 10 to 15 
centimetres (4 to 6 inches) 
deep or a 15-cm {6-in) 
azalea-type pot which will 
hold a half a dozen small 
cuttings. Fill the flat or the 
pot with a mixture of equal 
parts of peat moss and 
clean, course, sharp sand. 
Moisten the sand/peat mix- 
ture thoroughly until water 
can just be squeezed from 
it. Place the flat or pot in a 
bright, shaded location and 
take your cuttings. 

A cutting should have 
four or five good healthy 
leaves and 5 to 10 cm (2 to 4 
in.) of firm stem. Make a 
clean cut just below a leaf. 
remove the lower leaves and 
place 2 to 3.cm (1 in.) of the 
base of the cutting firmly 
into the sand/peat rooting 
medium. 

Cover the pot or flat with 
clear plastic supported by 
wooden stakes or wire 
hoops so that the plastic 
does not touch the cuttings. 
The plastic helps retain 
moisture so little additional 
watering is needed until the 
cuttings have rooted and are 
ready to be potted in regular 
potting soil. 

Easy-to-root plants like 
Coleus, may root in five to 
seven days; more difficult to 
root cuttings may take five 
to seven weeks. Easy-to- 
root cuttings will root any 
time of year; the more 
difficult ones often root 
more quickly and easily 
when the plant is in active 
growth during the spring 
and summer months. 

There is really no secret 
to success in plant propaga: 
tion. Select strong, healthy, 


. vigorous plants for your 


cuttings. Select the best 
cuttings. Trim them careful- 
sly. Root them with a balance 
of light, air and water and 
enjoy the show of color that 
those extra plants will 
display in your home this 


The chinese evergreen, 
Aspidistra, ° Dieffenbachia, 
Dracena and Philodendron 
tolerate a Jow light intensity 
of about 50 foot-candles and 
can be placed as much as |} 
m ($ ft.) below the lights. 
Anthuriums, rex. begonias, 
bromeliads, grape ivies, 
aluminum plant and many 
ferns will grow with med 
ium light intensity of from 
100 to 500 foot-candles and 
should have their top-most 
leaves approximately 30 cm 
(12 in.) away from the light 
source. 

African Violets, everlas- 
ting begonia, Espiscias. 
Gloxinias, english ivy, Ho- 
ya, prayer plant, snake 
plant, Peperomia and Ger- 
aniums need a bright light 
intensity of 500 to 1000 
foot-candles. They grow 
best when kept at least 15 


-.em (6 in.) away and up to 25 


em {10 in.) from 
lamps. 

Light can be directed onto 
plant surfaces by reflectors 
ground the tubes, by paint- 
ing the surface behind the 
fixture flat white, or by 
using a sheet of aluminum 
foil. 

The plant tray should 
contain pebbles small 
enough for the pots to sit on 
without tipping. Add water 
to a level halfway to the top 
of the pebbles. This pro- 
vides humidity for the 
plants, but prevents the 
pots from becoming water: 
logged. 

To compensate for plant 
growth or to change the 
intensity for individual 
plants, adjust the height of 
the pots by standing them

on blocks or bricks which 
can be removed as the 
plants grow. The light 
fixtures themselves can be 
hung from ‘adjustable sup 
ports. \ 

Lights are usually kept on 
for 14 to 16 hours per day 
Automatic timing devices, 
to switch the lights on and 
off at regular intervals, are 
useful for those who are 
away from home or forget- 
ful. 

Of the entire spectrum of 
colors which made up 
sunlight, plants utilize only 
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the red and blue colors for 
growth. This must be 
considered when planning 
to use artificial lights to 
grow plants. Incandescent 
light bulbs emit mostly red 
light, and fluorescent light 
tubes produce blue light 
Both are

The health statistics 
which are compiled a: 
presemt in the least acd 


vanced countries tend te 
seriously underestimate Un 


prevalence of all diseases. 
including tuberculosis. In 
¢uch countries, most cases 
of tuberculosis remain un- 
noticed by the health 
authorities, in spite of the 
many painful symtomns in- 
volved, because only a 
fraction of the population 
has access to health servi- 
ces. Even if a patient 
presents himself at a health 
centre for consultation, 
diagnostic measures are 
very limited. As a result, 
many cases of tuberculosis 
are not diagnosed, especial- 
ly amongst children. The 
number of cases of tubercu- 
losis notified in 1971 by the, 
African countries is 2@ 
perfect illustration of un- 
derestimated reporting in 
developing countries. In 
that particular year, the 
same number of cases were 
reported by «the African 
countries as by Europe, i.e. 
60 per 100,000 population 
It goes without saying that 
this figure represents a4 
gross underestimate for 
Africa, as numerous sur 
veys have shown that the 
tuberculosis infection ris 
was at the time between 20 
and 50 times higher in 
Africa than in Europe 


The danger of infection 
The story of the American 


submarine USS Boyd 
proves amongst other 
things, the role, of over 


cpéwding in cramped spaces 


ad“and the danger that certain 
\ cases represent as sources, 
« of infection. The presence of 


a single case of tuberculosis 
on board the submarine 
went .unnoticed at ¢m- 
barkation, but resulted in 
conversion of the tuberculin 
test (sign of infection) in 139 
of the crew of $08. Six out of 
seven of the cases. of active 
tuberculosis which subse 
quently developed were in 
sailors who slept near each 
other and who worked as a 
‘team. However, th) acci- 


dent is an extreme case of a 
situation which promotes 
contagion.- As a general 
rule, one case of contagious 
tuberculosis infects an av- 
erage of 12 persons each 
year, on condition, of 
course, that there is neither 
diagnosis not treatment. 

It has been proved that 
contagion is carried by 
droplets which are expect- 
orated during coughing or 
sneezing. The droplets 


which are thus scattered - 


around contain the notor 
ious bacillus which was 
identified by Robert Koch in 
1882. Bacilli which are 
present in clothing, on 
objects, plates or cutlery 
used by contagious patients 
cannot be dispersed in the 
air and play a minor role in 
the transmission of disease. 


Koch's bacillus repro- 
duces itself in about 20 
hours. In ten days, one 


single bacillus is therefore 
able to give rise to a colony 
of 5,000, enough to produce 
a nodule in the lung; thirty 
divisions of the bacillus can 
take place in less than one 
month and result in more 
than one billion bacilli, the 
number which is found in a 
cavity. Such a speed of 
reproduction and such 
numbers of bacilli explain 
both the rapid evolution 
towards extensive, far ad- 
vanced and fatal 
and the quantity of bacilli 
which are disseminated by 
serious Cases. 

One undiscovered, and 
therefore untreated case of 
tuberculosis infects approx- 


imately ten to twelve 
persons in one year. if 
untreated, such serious 


cases result in death after 
about two years and infect a 
total of 20 to 25 persons. 
However, aS soon as @ 
combination of two or three 
drugs is regularly adminis- 
tered, such patients cease to 
be contagious after about 
two weeks. It is important to 


lesions,” 


differentiate between sup- 
pression of contagiousness, 
which is vital for the 
patient's environment, and 
a complete, definitive cure, 
which needs six, nine or 
twelve months of rigorous 
treatment. But it is evident 
that a case of tuberculosis 
which is rapidly diagnosed 
and correctly treated will 
infect far fewer persqns 
than a patient who contin- 
ues to scatter his bacilli all 
around him, unconscious of 
the fact that he is spreading 
disease. This is why rapid 
case-finding and treatment 
is so important. 

Very often in developing 
countries and, in particular, 
in the rural areas, it is 


necessary to walk for 
several hours before reach- 
ing the nearest health 


centre. In such conditions, 
many patients only decide 
to make the effort when 
their condition worsens. 
Others, unable to face the 
fatigue of the journey. 
prefer to let thefnselves die 
on the spot. In this way, 
they unwittingly continue to 
spread the disease through 
the community right up to 
the time of their death. 


Worsening of the situation 
worldwide 

It is important to note that 
tuberculosis was’ already 
retreating from all devel- 
oped countries even before 
effective drugs were avail- 
able. This recession was 
mainly a result of the 
isolation of many patients in 
sanatoria, the improvement 
in the standard of living and 
more spacious housing. 
However, such a phenom- 
enon, due to better living 
conditons, did not take 
place in developing coun- 
tries, where the tuberculo- 
sis situation is comparable, 
from the point of view of the 
death rate and the number 
of new cases, to the 
situation in Europe half a 


berculosis on increase throughout world 


century ago. But here is the 
essential difference: it lies 
im the fact that, in the 


Europe of the 1930's, the © 


disease was retreating 
although the effective drugs 
were not yet available, 


whereas tuberculosis main- 
tains its grip today on the 
developing ‘countries. This 
situation proves that appli- 
cation of efficient tuberculo- 
sis control programs is 
indispensable if we are to 
hope for an improvement in 
those parts of the world 


where the disease prevails 


so strongly. 
In present times, death 
from tuberculosis in an 


industrialized country is an 
exception. This unfortuna- 
tely is no® the case in 
developing countries, where 
the disease is not usually 
diagnosed. If it has been 
possible to diagnose tuber- 
culosis, the treatment can- 
not always be applied, due 
to the lack of drugs. 

The epidemiological sit- 
uation in many developing 
countries, involving a pop- 
ulation of more than two 
billion, is now worsening 
due to the poor results 
which can be obtained with 
such poor performances in 
case-finding and treatment.

It is certain that 
personnel are needed for 
diagnostic tests and for 
treatment supervision. 
Drugs and equipment are 
rnecessary for the fight 
_against the disease. Mi- 
croscopes and laboratories 
are required ‘so that diag- 
noses can be made, vaccine 
must be supplied with a 
view to prevention, and

WINTER WHEAT - A 
long cold spring has held 
back all growth, including 
winter wheat. A few days of 
warmer weather should 
bring new growth, indica- 
ting that the wheat has 
survived the winter. The 
first consideration should be 
to get the wheat top-dressed 
with nitrogen to stimulate 
growth, promote tillering 
and higher yields. Recom- 
mendations call for a total of 
90 kg per hectare (80 Ibs. 
per acre) of actual nitrogen. 
Remember this is total 
nitrogen - from this deduct 
the amount applied as 
fertilizer at planting time in 
‘the fall. Alse, deduct values 
ifor manure spread or 
legume sod plowed down in 
the fall of ‘81, if this were 
the case, Twenty tonnes per 
hectare, or nine tons per 
acre, of fall-applied manure 
has the equivalent value of 
25 kg per hectare or 
approximately 23 Ibs. per 
acre of actual nitrogen, 
while -a sod, one-third to 
one-half legume,  contri- 
butes approximately 55 kg 
of nitrogen per hectare, or 
50 Ibs. per acre. Remember,

Early in the spring they are 
in the form of rosettes and 
most susceptible to *herbt- 
cides. Winter wheat is most 


resistent to damage at the 5 
. 6 leaf stage of growth. 
2,4-D, MCPA, and Dicamba 
will control these winter 
annuals,” along with many 
other broadleaf weeds if 
sprayed early. ‘Later spray- 
ing may result in some yield 
loss, both from injury and 
nutrient lost to weeds. 
Check publication No. 75, 
Guide to Chemical Weed 
Control, for further recom- 
mendations.

Business bankruptcies in 
Alberta increased 39 per 
cent in 1981 compared with 
the 1980 figures.

“It’s a good life. But oh, 
the wind. The w-i-n-d. I can 
feel it now. kt goes right 
through you” Mary 
Queen, wrapping her 
sweater® about her despite 
the warmth of: the rectory 
where she and her husband 
Rev. ‘Alex Qeen now live 
opposite the Free Methodist 
Church in’ Cordova. The 
wind she was referring to 
was that of the Falkland 
Islands where they were 
posted for 144 years while 
Mr. Queen ministered at 
the Free Evangelical 
Church there, from 1978 
until they left in 1980 for 
him to take up his present 
part-time ministry in -the 
Cordova Free Methodist 
Church. (Cordova is a small 
hamlet some 10 miles north 
of Highway 7 between 
Havelock and Marmora). 

The Queens remember 
their stay in the Falklands 
with pleasure but one might 
‘wonder why after listening 
to them talk about the place 
and after viewing the film 
they brought back with 
them showing the barren, 
craggy terrain of those 
islands. Two hundred in all 
but with a total area no 
greater than Wales, they lie 
500 miles northeast of the 
Straits of Magellan on the

sub-Antarctic Circle 400 
miles from the South 
American mainland - a 


country so continually blast- 
ed by gale-force winds that 
not a tree can stand up to 
the onslaught. Where only 
once during the 1% years 
the Queens lived there did 
the temperature rise to a 
‘theat wave’’ of 72 degrees 
Fahrenheit and, according 


to them, ‘‘that seemed 
cooler. because of the 
winds." Where one must 


keep continual fires going 
winter and summer and 
never venture forth without 
parka or sweater, the lowest 
temperature in winter 
reaching 22 degrees Fahr- 
enheit but ‘‘feeling much 
colder because of the 
w-i-n-d’*. Where the main 
population consists of 
750,000 sheep and uncount- 
ed numbers of penguins and 
seals. Where the human 

tion is only 1800 and 
the capital and largest 
town, Port Stanley, boasts 
of: only 900 residents. 
Where, because there isn't 
a stick of wood that hasn't 
been brought«in by ship or 
wave one must dig one’s 
fuel for the continual fires 
from one's own allotted-by- 
government peat bog. 


Where there are only 12

A 
land where there are no pet 
dogs because they are 
susceptible to a> cystic 
disease transmitted by 
sheep and. thence ‘on to 
human beings. (The sheep 
dogs are kept penned).

And so what makes the 


life good? 
“The people lead. great 
social lives’’, said Mrs. 


Queen. ‘‘There: are film 
shows from Britain twice a 
week in the church hall and 
the managers on the sheep 
stations have the same 
types of program which they 
show on projectors to their 
farm help. There is bingo in 
the social club where 
every event is held from 
weddings to functions for 
the big shots from Britain.

ing pastoral visits to the 
remote sheep stations. Mrs. 
Queen, a registered nurse, 
would accompany her hus- 
band. She has served as a 
missionary along with Mr. 
Queen in all the mission 
fields where they have 
worked since leaving their 
native Scotland - over 25 
years in Nigeria, India and 


Canada as well as the 
Falklands. 
“The sheep stations 


range from a smal] one run 
by one manager and five 
helpers who care for 18,000 
sheep to stations with 40 or 
50 helpers and up to 87000 
sheep. We would spend 
three or four days visiting 
all the shepherds’ homes 
and would conduct services. 
Sometimes we would bap- 
tize the children. Once there 
were about 20 in one visit. 
We would keep moving 
from one station to another 
by jeep, boat or plane. 
While we-were in East 
Falkland, say, one of the 
two main islands, another 
minister would perhaps be 
in the other, West Falkland, 
and another somewhere 
else. We all worked togeth- 
er. 

The value of the Falk- 
lands to the British in the 
1800s was mainly as a 
strategic base for stopovers 
and repairs of ships round- 
ing the southern tip of South 
America for travel to des- 
tinations in the Pacific or to 
ports on the western coast 
of North and South Ameri- 
ca. With the opening of the 
Panama Canal in 1904 the 
long route around Cape 
Horn was no longer neces- 
sary and Cape Horn travel 
fell off but the Falklands 
remained important as a 
stopover for expeditions to 
the Antarctic. Speculation 
about gas and oil reserves 
existing off the coast have

never been put to the test of 
discovery but are said now 
to be an important economic 
consideration, and the wool 


from the 175,000 sheep 
finds its way almost entirely 
to Britain. ‘Unfortunately 
for the Falklanders, there is 
no facility on the islands for 
processing all thet wool’ 
said Mary Queen. ‘‘While I 
was there I brought in a 
spinning wheel via Austral- \ 
ia and got a small guild of 
people working on’ spinning 
wool. But there was no 
commercial industry. I left 
my wheel behind as we 
didn't have room for it.’" No 
doubt the handful of spin- 
ners is still at work. 

Mr. Queen, too, got 
involved with his own type 
of commercial enterprise 
while in this bleak under- 
side of the world. He began 
sculpting all the various 
species of penguins and 
seals found on the island, 
made molds and poured his 
own secret formula porcel- 
ain-like substance into fi- 
gurines which he hand 
painted and sold to the 
tourists who periodically 
came in on ships to view the 
remote British Colony. A 
long line of these Falkland 
Island souvenirs are now 
marching across the top of a 
space heater in the Queen's 
Cordova dining room. “‘All 
the money I made from 
them I gave to the church” 
he said. 

One can. gather from all 
the foregoing that the two 
missionaries did not have 
time to become bored in 
their 1% years of life down 
under. 

Okay, a good life, but 
after listening a while to the 
Queens one gets the feeling 
the Falklands might be an 
interesting place to visit but 
that only those who know of 
no better life would want to 
remain there for long. 
Indeed, since the islands 
were taken over by Britain 
from the Spanish in 1835 
there has been a long 
history of absentee land- 
lords who, by leaving the 
sheep ranches in the care of 
managers and returning 
themselves to Britain, 


radise 


caused a gradual decline in 
sheep vigor and population 
by overstocking the ranges, 
unaware from their vantage 
point thousands of miles 
away of how the pastures 
might be deteriorating 
There were also many years 
when sealing vessels plun 
dered the coasts sailing in 
for quick profits in penguin 
and seal carcases, in some 
eases clearing the 
populations to near extinc 
tion -before the concerned 
authorities introduced regu 
lating laws. At one time in 
the 1800s there were great 
herds of wild cattle roaming 
the pasture land, fine strong 
cattle which had descended 
from the original French 
settlers’ stock. But again, 
unscrupulous, get-rich: 
quick-and-leave artists 
hunted and slaughtered the 
animals relentlessly until 
they eliminated the lot. And 
today as always, unless a 
young person wants to work 
on a sheep station he or she 
has little recourse but to 
leave the islands after 
completing high school to 
attend university in Britain 
or to seck employment in a 
more diversified economy. 
It is not definitely known 
who first sighted the Falk 
land Islands. The Elizabe 
than navigator, John Davis, 
is commonly given credit for 
the first view when he was 
driven in amongst them by 
gale winds in August 1592, 
but some authorities believe 
Amerigo Vespucci sighted 
them previously in 1502. 
Britain however has always 
laid claim to them because 
of her. carly explorations 
there. Two years after 
Davis’ trip to the isles Sir 
Richard Hawkins said 
along the northern shores, 
although he did not land. 
He named the land he 
sighted Hawkins’ Maiden 


Land after Queen Elizabeth 
1. 

The Dutch came next, in 
January 1600 when an 
expedition out of Rotterdam 
sighted three islands. 

The first landing on the 
Falklands of which there is 
certain’ knowledge .was 
made in 1690 from an 
English ship commanded by 
John Strong, and in 1701 
another landing was made 
by the French navigator, 
Guin de Beauchene on an 
island which still bears his 
name. The French gave the 
name Iles Malouines to the 
Falklands after the port 
from which their ships 
sailed to the South Seas, 
and the first settlement in 
the Falkiands was formed 
by the French nobleman, 
Antoine Louis de Bougain- 
ville who brought two ships 
and a total crew of 140 from

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St. Malo to the island im 
January, 1764, with cattle 
horses, sheep, goats and 
poultry from Argentina and 
established a colony at what 
is now Berkeley Sound, Fast 
Falkland The British 
learned of the expedition 
and hurried with an expedi 


tion of their own under the 


command of Capt. John 
Byron who sailed in two 
survey ships and landed on 
the northwest coast in 
January 1765. They fol 


lowed this up in September 
1765 with an expedition of 
three ships Capt 
John McBride with instruc 
tions to order any ‘lawless 
persons to leave the islands 
meaning the French.

discovery, British property

Ever since Britain has 
claimed sovereignty and 
maintained tke colony of 
mostly. British people there 
under a governor. But it has 
never been more than a 
disputed claim maintained 
by force since Buenos Aires 


has always insisted on 
Argentine sovereignty, 
partly because of the 


island's proximity to Argen 
tina and partly because of 
the Spanish settlement in 
the Falklands prior to 1833 

“In the last letter we 
received from the Falklands 
a woman wrote about 
preparations being made for 
the 150th anniversary cele- 
brations in January 1983" 
said Mr. Queen. ‘‘She said 
they were hoping one of the 
princes would = for the 
occasion," 

With the sudden turn of 
events in that area plans for 
150 year celebrations will no 
doubt be held in abeyance, 
and although in the strange 
course of history one of the 
royal princes is now on 
board the. military vessel 
that has rushed to the 
Falklands, this was by no 
means the visit anticjpated. 

“We did not meddle in 
politics there’ said Mr. 
Queen. ‘‘That is a rule we 
find best to follow in any 
country where we are 
stationed. But with 98 
percent of the population 
British or of British descent 
i would say they will want to 
remain British.”

New Red Clover Varieties 

Promise Better Yields 

New red clover varieties 
promise higher second-year 
yields for farmers in all 
regions of Ontario. 

Three of the varieties 
have been around for a few 
years, but are just now 
gaining in popularity, and 
one will be available for the 
first time next spring, says 
John Madill,. agronomist 
with Kemptville College of 
Agricultural Technology. 

The three older varieties, 
Prosper Orie, Florex and 
Arlington, are recommend- 


. ed for southern Ontario. 


The new variety, Bytown, is 
recommended for northern 
Ontario. 

All of the varieties are 
recommended as _ forage 
crops because their advan- 
tages show up after the first 
year of production, says Mr. 
Madill. 

The main advantage of 
these varieties is that they 
have excellent persistence 
into the second year of 
production. In the first year, 
they're equal to the older 
varieties, but in the second 
year they yield 10 to 12 per 
cent more than Ottawa or 
Lakeland. 

This makes them benefic- 
ial as a long-term forage 
crop but not as a plow-down 
crop, he says. Their longer 
life is attributed to their 
resistance to crown rot, root 
rot, and leaf diseases. 

‘The major problem with 


persistence in red clover is , . 
the build-up of diseases and . On 


you don't get a build-up 
with the new varieties, says 
Mr. Madill. ; 
The varieties have caught 
on slowly, he says, because

for improvement in red 
clover and they don't 
usually think of varieties of 
red clover. Of the two 
varieties recommended, Ot- 
tawa was licensed in 1936 
and Lakeland in 1964. | 

Also, seed for the new 
varieties is slightly more 
expensive than the common 
grade seed normally plant. 
ed. 

One spin-off effect of the 
new varieties may be the 
encouragement of  pedi- 
greed red clover sed pro- 
duction, says Mr. Madill. 
Now, only five per cent of 
red clover seed is pedi- 


greed, but when farmers 
begin to switch to the new 
varieties theyll buy more

restructuring and reorgani- 
zing of farm businesses that 
are suffering financially but 
are still potentially viable. 
The program was 
announced as a cooperative 
effort between the produ- 
cer, the bank and the 
Ontario Government. Speci- 
fically it offered three 
options - a deferral of 
interest by the bank for a six 
month period, an interest 
reduction grant on opera- 
ting loans to a maximum of 
5 per cent and thirdly, a 
Province of Ontario guaran- 
tee on a new line of bank 
credit for operating pur- 
poses. The program was 
aimed at potentially viable 
operations in low to medium 
equity positions. Originally 
the eligibility criteria inclu- 
ded an equity of at least 10 
per cent and not over 50 per 
cent; however, this has 
been broadened to include 
those farmers with an 
equity of 10 - 60 per cent in 
the farm business. The 
second eligibility criteria 
was that principal payments 
plus interest be greater than 
20 per cent of operating 
costs. The third eligibility 
criteria had to do. with 
production. Originally set at 
$25,000 this has been 
broadened so that produ- 
cers with $12,000 or more 
value added in food or 
tobacco products are eligt- 
ble. Farmers who fall within 
these criteria should take a 
hard look at their business 
and determine what bene- 
fits this program might have 
for them. The procedures

any farm business particu- 
larly in a tight economy 
such as ours at the present 
time. Further details on the 
program are available 
through local banks or the 
offices of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food. 


1982 CROP COSTS 
Within the next few weeks 
most farmers will be busy 
trying to get their crop in 
the ground, The high costs 
of inputs - fertilizer, seeds, 


and herbicides in particular, 
coupled with current crop 
price’ projections would in- 
dicate’ a small margin for 
profit on most crops in the 
coming year. A little pencil 
pushing in the form of 
budgetting should help to 
determine what costs will be 
in the coming year and what 
the potential for profit is. If 
nothing else setting out a 
budget will give an indica- 
tion of cost of production 
and therefore what price 
targets should be realistic in 
the coming year. Each farm 
situation will be different. 
As a guide, the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food puts out a crop 
budgeting aid each year. 
For example in 1982 grain 
corn budget calls for 
approximately $94 in mater- 
ials to grow an acre of corn. 
This includes $44 in fertili- 
zer costs through legume 
plough down, manure appli- 
cation, etc. and does your 
corn crop require $16 in 
chemical weed control.. A 
close look at these costs 
along with the others 
associated with growing 
corm or any other crop, 
should give some indication 
of the breakeven point - that 
1s what you must receive in 
order to cover . expenses. 
After all there is not much 
point in growing corn or any 
other crop if it costs $4 a 
bushel to grow and has a 
tharket potential of $3.50 
per bushel. Crop budgeting 
aids for corn, soybeans, 
barley and a number of 
other crops are available 
through the local offices of 
the Ministry of Agricultural 
and Food.

Article 2: Refusing to do 
Unsafe Work 

The right of @ worker to 
refuse to do unsafe work is 
perhaps the most controver- 
sial provision of the Occu- 
pational Health and Safety 
Act. Industry has expressed

The right to refuse allows 
a worker who thinks his or 


her work is unsafe or 
unhealthy to refuse to do 
that work, by a procedure 
set out in the Act without 
reprisal from the employer. 
In exercising the right, the 
worker should make it clear 
at the time that the refusal 
is under The Occupational 
Health and Safety Act. The 
employer must then conduct 
an investigation in the 
presence of the worker and 
someone representing the 
worker. At this point, a 
worker must only have 
‘reason to believe’’ that the 
work is unsafe or unhealthy 
to justify his or her refusal. 
If the worker disagrees with 
the results of the investiga 
tion, he or she may continue 
to refuse, but then must 
have ‘‘reasonable grounds 
to believe’’ that the work is 
unsafe. A Ministry of 
Labour inspector must then 
be called in to investigate in 
the presence of the worker, 
the employer and the 
worker's representative 
The inspector ‘must give his 
or her decision in writing, as 
soon as practicable, to all 
three. 

While refusing, a worker 
is to remain at a_ safe 
distance from the work area 
in question. Pending the 
decision of the inspector, 
the worker may be re- 
assigned to other work. 
There is to be no loss to pay 
for lawful refusals under the 
Act. If another worker is 
assigned to do the refused 
work, that other worker 
must be informed that it is 
refused work and given the 
reasons why, This other 
worker may then refule by 
the same procedure as* the 
previous worker. 

In a recent case before 
the Ontario Labour Rela- 
tions Board, in Toronto, a 
jewellery worker had her 
rights under the Act upheld. 
The OLRB found that Laurie 
Meaden was. in effect, fired 
for exercising her right to 
refuse to work with appar- 
atus that produced hydro- 
gen. cyanide. The OLRB 


based its decision not on the - 


question of whether or not 
there was an actual danger, 
but on the question of Ms. 
Meaden having reasonable 
grounds to believe at the 
time there was a danger. 
The OLRB ordered Ms. 
Meaden’s employer to pay 
compensation to her. 

A refusing worker would 
be well advised to be aware 
of the detailed provisions of 
the Act, and not to rely on 
the brief Summary given 
above. He or she should be 
in close contact with his or

Winter ser heed 

Spring has finally arrived 
in our area although i 
seems later than last year 
and snow is still found in 
fence rows and woodiots. 
Probably the first crop we 
should think about is winter 
wheat. Has the wheat 
survived the winter and 
should we spread fertilizer 
and spray it for weeds? 

Winter Survival 

Winter wheat began to 
show a green color just 
before we had our last 
round of winter weather, 
but some wheat was still 
brown in color. Check wheat 
plants closely to see if the 
roots are a healthy white 
color and if any new green 
growth is present. If it is, 
your wheat has survived 
and you should think about 
topdressing it with nitrogen 
fertilizer. 

Nitrogen Fertilizer 

Nitrogen fertilizer broad 
cast anytime now stimulates 
the growth of wheat, pro- 
motes tillering and results 
in high yields at harvest. A 
total of 90 kg/ha (80 
Ib/acre) of actual nitrogen, 
the majority topdressed in 
April is recommended. Re 
member to deduct from the 
total needed the value of 
nitrogen applied as fertilizer 
a planting, as manure 
spread or as legume sod 
plowed down before plant. 
ing in the fall ‘81. Don't 
spread more nitrogen than 
is required because it does 
not increase yield and can 
cause lodging problems. 

if you do not have the 
cash flow to purchase the 
maximum amount of fer- 
tilizer nitrogen needed re- 
member the greatest yield 
increases occur with the 
first 67 kg/ha (60 Ib/acre). 
The last 28 kg/ha (20 
ib/acre) may only increase 
the yield 100 kg/ha or about 
1% bu/acre. 

If you are concerned 
about improving soil struc- 
ture the addition of 9 kg/ha 


(8 Ib/acre) of double cut red 


clover broadcast with your / 
nitrogen fertilizer can pro- 
vide additional organic mat- 
ter as a fall plow down. If 
you have good topgrowth it 
will provide 20 kg/ha of 
nitrogen to the following 
crop of corn or grain. 
Weed Control 
Winter annual weeds

Soil and crops 


such as false flax, stink 
weed, shepherds’ purse and 
peppergrass seem to grow 
as the snow melts. These 
weeds are in the form of 
rosettes right now, and are 


most susceptible in the 
early stages of growth. 
Winter wheat is most 


resistant to damage in the 5 
to 6 leaf stage of growth (not 
counting tillers). 2,4-D, 
MCPA, Dicamba or dich- 
loroprop mixtures control 
these winter annual weeds 
and other broadleaf weeds 
when sprayed early. See 
publication 75, Guide to 
chemical Weed Control, for 
recommendations. Late 
spraying does not prevent 
the loss in yield from early 
competition of these weeds 
and there is always the 
chance of injury of the 
wheat.

How Much Grass 
is Enough 

We know alfalfa contains 
about twice the protein of 
grasses but what about the 
question of how much grass 
should be included in my 
alfalfa grass forage mixture 
to produce the highest total 


yield, animal intake and 
persistence on variable 
soils, 


Research reported by Bob 
Fulkerson, University of 
Guelph showed when grass 
was included in forage 
mixture there -was a slight 
increase in yield in the first 
and second years of produc- 
tion over pure alfalfa. Yields 
were similar in the third 
year. What was really 
interesting was when alfalfa 
was seeded with three rates 
of bromegrass and timothy 
ie at one-third, two-thirds 
and the normal grass 
seeding rate, the final stand 
of grass was the same. So 
why not cut back on the 
grass in your mixture?

Something's going on at 
home. Mom won't play 
crawling games on the floor 
anymore and people are 
saying she's getting fat.

A second baby is on the 
way. One sociologist sug- 
gested that you imagine 
how you would feel if your 
husband came home, ob- 
viously happy, with the 
news that he was bringing 
another wife home to keep 
you company. He would still 
love you and he would be 
depending on you even 
more to help with the new 
arrival; how would you feel? 
There are things you can do 
to make the expansion of 
your family easier on your 
toddler. 

Start by telling him that 
you are going to have 
another baby who is grow 
ing inside you. Let him feel 
the movement and listen for 
-the heart beat. Talk about 
the fact that his friends have 
babies: in their homes 
Perhaps “‘borrow” a baby 
to babysit so that all this 
talk will become easier for 
the toddler to envision 

if your toddler ‘is over 
three this may be a good 
time to encourage his 
independent life such as 
preschool, swimming clas: 
ses or playing with a 
same-aged friend, without 
making him feel neglected. 
He won't have a_ baby 
brother or sister to play with

instead how helpless new- 
born babies seem. 

Include your toddler in 
the process of getting ready 
for the baby. He might 
enjoy helping to decorate 
the baby’s room. Have you 
ever shown him his baby 
pictures? Grandparents, 
aunts or uncles might 
remember a funny story 
about when he was a baby. 
Help him to have an attitude 
of tolerant and amused 
superiority about the baby. 
In general, avoid any major 
change in the child's life, 
moving for instance, six 
months before to six months 
after the birth of the baby. 

About two weeks before 
the delivery date, talk to 
your toddler about the 
arrangements for him while 
you're in the hospital. He 
should be accustomed to 
being alone with Daddy, 
staying overnight at Grand- 
ma’s or whatever the plans 
are so that as regular a 
routine as possible is 
maintained. Make -no pro- 
mises that you aren't sure 
you can keep. If you told 
your four year old that you 
would only for 
three days and you don't 
show up for more than a 
week, bound to be 
more hurt and angry. 

When you labor starts, 
say goodbye even if you 
have to wake him up. If the 
hospital allows it and the 
toddler wants to, have him 
visit you in the hospital. He 
will want to see ‘the old 
familiar you, so you may 
reconsider if you have 
intravenous feeding or very 
limited activity. If you can’t

early discharge... phone him 
often, especially at bedtime.

He stressed at a news 
conference in Tweed on 
Wednesday that the an

reporters, ‘but he still has 
the option to back off.” 
Vonk felt that substantial 
opposition to the program 
would result inethe cancella- 
tion of spraying, stating the 
ministry was ‘merely pro- 
tecting itself by laying all 
the facts out to the public. 
The ultimate decision would 
be the public's if they felt 
strongly enough about it 
and they would have to live 


with the consequences. The 


ministry is inviting any 
interested people to come 
into the ministry offices in 
Tweed to discuss their 
concerns and any objections 
to the spray program will be 
passed on to the minister's

The ministry plans to use 
the chemical insecticide 
‘Sevin and two nonchemical 
compounds - a virus taken 
from the Gypsy Moth and 
BT (baciius thuringiensis) - 
for testing purposes. 

According to Gordon 
Howes, from Environment 
Canada’s Great Lakes For- 
est Research Centre at Sault 
Ste. Marie, the main in- 
festation zone covers 900 
hectares of forestland strad- 
dling Highway 7, west of 
Kaladar. The heaviest con- 
centration of approximately 
600 hectares will be sprayed 
with Sevin. Another 300 
hectares will be treated with 
BT. : 

Closer to Tweed, a 
20-hectare block .in the 
southeast corner of Elzevir 
Grimsthorpe Township, will 
be sprayed with BT. ~ 

The moth virus will be 
covering 85 hectares in 
Hungerford Township, 
south of the highway.

The program will involve 
acrial spraying with both 
fixed-wing aircraft and heli- 
copters. 

In an interview after the 
formal press conference, 
Vonk stated that another 
public meeting could not be 
ruled out, but the ministry 
would encourage people to 
come into the offices and 
speak to them. If no written 
replies were received by 
landowners prjor to spray- 
ing. he said he would 
recommend caution in pro- 
ceeding to the minister.

The Gypsy Moth 
caterpillars can be expected 
to move on to other hosts 
capable of sustaining them 
for a longer period of time. 
Hf they would stay there (in 
the infested area near 
Kaladar}). we wouldn't be 
doing anything.” 

The protest group from 
BeKeville is worried that the 
spray Sevin may be connect- 
ed with Reve’s Syndrome. 
Reve's Syndrome has been 
linked to chemical spraying 
in the Maritimes, but 
Carrow says the possible 
link is to sprays containing 
emulsifiers. According to 
hin, Sevin does not contain 
emulsifiers and is a com- 
monly used insect spray in 
Ontario. He added that 
emulsifiers are also com- 
monly found in such every- 
day products as motor oils, 
soap, shampoo and latex 
paints.

Timbrell speaks to Urban - Rural dinner

Ontario's new Minister of 
Agriculture and Food. Den 
nis® Timbrell, spoke to the 
Rural-Urban Dinner meet- 
ing of the Campbeliford 
Rotars Club on Monday. 
April 19 

The minister was suppos 
ed to make a major news 
announcement, according to 
his public relations staff 
However. Timbrell only an- 
nounced a small increase in 
the budget for tile drainage 
of farm fields. The increase 
of $1.5 million brings the 
budget to $30 million. 


The money is loaned to 
farmers at 10 per cent 
through their local munici 
pal gétérnments. Each 
farmer making use of the 
loans may borrow up to 
$60,000 in total and not 
more than $20.000 in one 
year 

The interest was also 
increased from 8 to 10 per 
cent. According to Mr 
Timbrell. the interest hike 
was necessary to cover the 
increase in the cost of 
mones to the province 
Timbrell spent much of the 
short twenty minute speech 
listing to facts and figures 
on agricultural programs in 
Ontario. He assumed the 
job only ten weeks ago and 
ig the first urban member of 
the legislature to hold the 
agriculture portfolio 

Since taking over the 
post. Mr Timbrell has been 
touring the province and 
meeting with farm ,groups 
and organizations He said 
that he was trving to learn 
his job as fast as he can 

Some political observers 
have suggested that Mr 
Timbrell. who represents 
the Toronto Riding of Don 
Mills. was given the post of 
agriculture minister to 1m 
prove his chances of taking 
over the leadership of 
Progressive Conservatives 
should Premier Wilham 
Davis decide to step down 
The Conservatives have had 
an informal tradition of 
premiers stepping down 
after about ten vears in 
office 

Mr. Davis has been the 
premier since winning the 
leadership after John Ro 
barts retired in 197)

Farmers face 
’ lung problems 


ke eanadian farmers have 
a high incidence of respira 
tory diseases related to the 
handling of hay, silage and 
grains as well as animal 
husbandry,’ states Dr 
Peter Warren of Winnipeg. 

Warren pointed to recent 


surveys from Manitoba 
which indicate 40 percent of 
farmers experience some 


degree of respiratory prob 
lems. The symtomns in 
clude shortness of breath, 
difficulties breathing when 
working with grain, cough 
ing and flu-like symtoms. 
Warren said = surveys 
show farmers have more 
respiratory problems than 
non-farmers living in the 
same area and the figures 
are as high as workers in 
chemical-related industries. 
Warren said classic cases 
of “farmer's lung” are 


associated with wet hay 
when because of dampness 
heats up and breeds 
moulds, furs: and’ bacteria 
wreak havoc on the respir 
atery system when inhaled 

The problem of moulding 
hay is less a problem on the 
Prairies because of the 
dryer climate, but preven 
tive measures should be 
taken by all farmers, War 
ren said 

He also said farmers 
working with chemicals 
should wear full protective 
clothing to prevent skin 
absorption of the chemicals 
Skin absorption and not 
inhalation of synthetic or 
natural chemicals i 4a 
problem, he said.

Personally. 1 feel that in 
the long run special educa 
tion is going to cost the 
taxpayers more, but if the 
results achieved are signifi.

At this carly stage in the 
implementation process. it 
is too soon to pass judge- 
ment. 

Since my last

Roses available 


for all tastes 


There are basically two 
kinds of roses: the tea rose 
is the fong-stemmed type: 
the shorter-stemmed sweet. 
heart rose features smaller 


blooms. 

‘Favorite tea roses are 
Samantha - a red rose, 
Sonia - an intermediate- 


length pink rose, and Bridal 
Pink - another intermediate- 
length tea rose. The most 
popular sweetheart roses 
are Mary DeVor a red 
rose, Mercedes - an orange 
rose, the yellow Co-ed rose, 
Jack Frost - a white variety, 
and the bi-colored yellow 
and orange Belinda,” says 
Theo Blom, Ontario Mini- 
stry of Agriculture and Food 
research scientist at Vine- 
land. 

Most roses sold in Ontar 
io are grown by about 30 
growers. Most growers are 
located in the Niagara 
peninsula and near Toronto, 
and some are situated near 
London and Leamington. 

“The number of growers 
has stabilized over the past 
few years.’ says Mr. Blom, 

but production has 
increased considerably. 
With new technology in the 
greenhouses, growers can 
almost meet the province's 
demand.” 

According to Statistics 
Canada, Ontario growers 


‘produced 92.4 millian tea 
roses an 17.9 million 


sweetheart roses in 1980, 
for a total value of about $20 
million. 

To preserve roses, Mr. 
Blom offers some sugges- 
tions. First, use the preser- 
vative most retailers supply 
with the roses. This sugar 
and anti-bacterial agent 
helps keep passage ways of 
the stems open and clear. 
Occasionally, you'll find the 
roses in your vase = are 
drooping. This is called 
bent-neck, caused by an air 
blockage in these passage 
ways. To remedy this 
problem, roll roses in 
newspaper and cut about 
2.5 centimeters (1 inch) off 
the stem ends, while hold- 
ing them under water. 
Scissors or a sharp knife

work best. Leave the roses 
in that same water in a cool 
room for an hour or so to 


give them a chance to 
recover. 
Boiling water before 


using it in a vase 1s another 
good idea, but allow it to 
cool down to room tempera 
ture. And make sure the 
vase is thoroughly clean. 
Dormant bacteria and fungi 
can come back to life with 


_water, Keeping your roses 


in a cool spot in the house 
also helps make them last 
longer. 

What color roses should 
you buy? There are various 
interpretations, but it is 
generally accepted that red 
roses symbolize love, white 
purity, pink 
passion, and orange 
friendship. Yellow roses are 
said to represent jealousy

not much better because 
they are not, being stimula- 
ted at home. The parents 
must also get jobs just to 
maintain the skills they 
already have. This also 
doesn't mean they aren't 
intelligent. P've seen many 
of them go from absolute 
illiteracy to academic grade 
8 in just two years.” 

The Centre Hastings 
Adult Day School is com 
munity supported and has a 
board that acts as advisers. 
The school gets a diem 
grant that does not come 
through municipal taxes but 
which pays the teacher's 
salary. A budget is laid 
down and, whenever over- 
spending occurs, the board 
tries {to raise the money 
from the communities in- 
volved. 

The adult day school does 
not stress strict attendance 
or regimentation. The stu- 
dents can learn exactly what 
they want to learn with the 


teacher there to supply 
guidance. The students 
come in when they can 
according to a work or 


domestic schedules and, in 
some cases, the school will 
even make an attempt to go 
to the student. 

Laura Thompson de- 
stribes the school as a 
rheans of helping people to 
get a position where they 
can help themselves. “‘One 
of our primary objectives is 
to increase their self-es- 
teem. Where they go from a 
certificate when they leave 
the school which indicates 
their level achievement. 
We're trying to enable the 
students to choose what 
they want, something better 
than what they are used to. 
These people don't realize 
their potential and we're 
trying to show them it can 
be much higher than they 
realize," she told the 
members of the community. 

In that vein, Ryan com-
